London, Oct. 2.—The situation on 


the eastern front is still regarded in 
London as of the greatest immediate 
importance, notwithstanding the new 
offensive in the west. To transfer the 
center of gravity of the war to the 
western front is the task now before 
the French and British. 


The menacing attitude of Bulgaria 


doubtless is having a marked bearing 
on the activity of the allies in Bel- 
gium and France, for increasing pres- 
sure on the German lines would ex- 
ert a decided influence on plans of 
the Austrians and Germans to con- 
centrate a eavy force on the Siberian 
frontier, should they 
commit them- 


selves to a fresh campaign in the 
Balkans with the assistance of Bul- 
garia. 


That nation now occupies, as For- 


eign Secretary Gray phrased it yes- 
terday, the position Turkey held dur- 
ing those weeks of uncertainty before 
she cast her lot openly with the cen- 
tral powers.

tack on Serbia and a Bulgarian attack 
there is no practical difference. For 
the allies, the moment of decision has 
come As soon as they are convinced 
Bulgaria is determined to make war. 
they should dispatch an ultimatum to 
her and give her the choice of peace 
or war. 


"Should Bulgaria accomplish

Germanic design 
of linking Berlin 


with Constantinople," the Guardian 
continues, "a very grace change will 
have come over the complexion of the

The Tariff Situation. 


The situation is that the present 


tariff was passed on reasons of a 
permanent nature, and has come to 
be applied under conditions of un- 
expected emergency. 
The proposal 


is to revise the tariff 
to 
fit 
the 


emergency, which 
implies 
another 


revision to meet the conditions when 
the emergency has passed. 
It would 


seem that the less disturbing way 
would be to legislate to meet the 
conditions of the emergency, leaving 
the permanent structure of the tar- 
iff to be altered, if necessary at all, 
for reasons of more stability. 
The 


considerations in support of this pro- 
cedure are made stronger 
by the 


simplicity of 
the 
possible 
action. 


One of the disappointments of the 
present tariff is the treatment of the 
duty on sugar. Sugar will be cheap- 
ened to the Trust rather than to the 
consumer, and the revenue is sorely 
needed by a Treasury which is ex- 
hausting itself in disbursing cash 
which the money market 
does not 


need. 
There is no way of reducing 


the deficit comparable to the restor 
ation of the suarar duty in simplicity 
certainty and freedom from disturb 
ance of the body of the tariff struc- 
ture.—Xew York Times. 


The Era of the Silo. 


In the evolution of American ag- 


riculture the years between 1910 
and 1920 will properly be designat- 
ed as the Era of the Silo. Until this 
source of cheap feed supply came in- 
to use live stock as a factor on the 
farm depended largely on producing 
cheap corn. 
But corn at 60 cents a 


bushel or more is too much of a lux- 
ury for feeding and fattening ani- 
mals on the farm unless their desti- 
nation is the market 
where prices 


must cover the cost of production. 
The silo not only takes care of the 
corn which does not reach the nor- 
mal grade of naturity, but it re- 
leases millions of bushels more for 
the market. It turns the millions of 
waste fodder into a feed of highly 
fattening quality. In other 
words 


the silo is the fortress by which the 
American farm restores and devel- 
ops the fertility of the farm acres to 
nrisMne productiveness.—Wall Street 
Journal.

not want work or who are too par* 
icular about the kind of work they 
get to do, according to Supt. W. E. 
-lopkins, of the Associated Charities. 


Mr. Hopkins 
has established 
a 


bearing house for jobs, in connec- 
ion with the work of the associa- 
tion. 
It has been his aim to place 


employers seeking 
help 
and 
em- 


ployes seeking jobs, in touch with 
each other. 


The demand for men has exceed- 


ed the supply, according to Mr. Hop- 
kins, and his 
observation is that 


hose who are now out of work will 
ake nothing less than a kid-glove 
job or one in which there are lots 
of rest periods. 


His observations are contained in 


Bulletin No. 1 of the 191i>-'16 sea- 
son which opened Sept. 1. The Bul- 
elin follows:

Preliminary announcement. 


This office has been open daily 


from 9 to 12 a. m. since Sept. 1st. 
The work was well cared for during 
July and August by volunteer help-

fall. 
My time is devoted chiefly to 


earching for help—both men and 
women.
